On the personal side, the “Chief” is 
married to a beautiful ‘redhead named 
Jerri, who also lends a helping hand to 
his business affairs, Ray's wardrobe is 
recognized as one of the outstanding 
collection of Western clothes in all of 
the music world.

Just this year a truly great, honor 
was heaped upon our “Cherokee Cowboy 
Chief,” as he and his “braves” were 
chosen by Cash Box Magazine as the 
“Up And Coming Dance Band Of 1955.” 
‘The most wonderful part of Ray's suc- 
cess is the very humble way he accepts 
it. He is a most modest man and just 
recently made this statement: “I want 
to thank all the Country and Western 
music fans, as well as the disc jockeys 
and record store owners, and justevery 
soul who loves mésic; for without you 
all I could never have made the grade. 
My band and myself shall always strive 
to give you the music you want to 
hear.” 


Ray stands five feet ten inches tall 
and weighs one-hundred fifty-two 
jounds. His favorite comedians are 
Rod Brasfield and Minnie Pearl, his 
favorite singers include the late Hank 
Williams and Johnnie and Jack, while 
his closest friends among the Western 
music artists are Moon Mullican and 
Ernest Tubb.

COWBOY SONGS 


When it comes to musical families, 
the Wrights of Nashville, Tennessee, 
rank right up there with the most tal 
ented. Perhaps the name V 
docsn’t strike you at first — but every 
good Hillbilly fan is quite fam 
with the names of Kitty Wells and 
Johnnie and Jack, 


Actually, this story should begin 
back in 1936, when a lovely, dark-haired 
Irish colleen named Muriel’ Deason met 
a handsome young man named Johnnie 
Wright, who was then employed by = 
Nashville cabinet company, Johnnie 
used to enjoy pickin’ and singin’ a tune 
or two for his favorite gal — and she 
rather liked the sound hersel! 
times Johnnie's brothers got into the 
act, and before long there al 
Wright Brothers began to entertain 
professionally, 


In 1938, Mariel and Johnnie were 
married, and o short time later John- 
nie’s sister married a young tenor 
named Jack Anglin. With Jack cont 
buting his high notes and guitar- 
strumming talents to Johnnie's com- 
bine, the now-famous group of Johnnic 
and Jack and the Tennessee Mountain 
Boys was born. They performed on the 
Grand Ole Opry stago on Saturday 
nights and played for the folka in as 
many little nooks and crannies across 
the country as time would allow during 
the jweek. In the middle 1940's the 
unm left the Opry to concentrate on

personal appearances, but returned to 
Nashville in 51 


At that time there was a new dis- 
covery in the Wright family, Muriel 
had decided to take to the stage wi 
the professional name of Kitty Well 
and like her huaband and brother-in- 
law, began to attract attention through- 
out’ the land as an outstanding Folk 
song artist. Before long Kitty was 
voted the top female Country vocalist 
in the business by the various trade 
publications and became known as the 
“Queen of the Folk Singers.” This was 
quite an achievement, as never before 
had a girl made a serious dent in the 
cirele occupied by America's outstand- 
ing Country artists, Songs like “It 
Wasn't God Who Make Honky Tonk 
Angels,” “Release Me,” “One By One™ 
and her latest pairing, “There's Poison 
In Your Heart™ backed with “I'm So 
In Love With You” — all on the Decca 
stamp — leave little doubt as to Kitty's 
stature in Folk music circle 


Johnnie and ck, of course, have 
always ranked high in popularity, and 
their recordings on RCA Victor — like 
“I Get So Lonely,” “Goodnight, Sweet- 
oodnight" and now “No One 
r'But You" backed with “We Live 
In Two Different Worlds" — usually 
can be found on the hit charts. In ad~ 
dition to their easy way with a Hill- 
billy tune, these boys are Ca 
few Country artists to be success!

Just last year, Johnnie and Kitty's 
14-year old daughter Ruby, who uses 
her mother’s professional name of 
Wells, and 12-year-old son Bobby 
Wright signed recording contracts 
Ruby's first RCA Vietor record, “Kiss 
Me,” coupled with So Slow: 
Iy,7. caused Hillbilly lovers. to 
sit up and tak» notice of this new dia- 
covery, while Bobby's initial Decca re- 
lease, “You'd Better Not Do That” and 


“My Mama Didn't Raise No Foolish 
Children,” also kept the juke boxes 
humming. 


And just recently, Ruby teamed 
up with Anita Carter and Rita Robbins 
to produce the top-selling Victor disc 
“Rock Love” and “Pledging My Love.” 
Among her other single waxings were 
“Lookin’ Back To See,” recorded with 
Grandpa Jones, and “Back Up Buddy 
If You Don't Want A Whippin’.” 


There is still another Wright who 
sings, doesn’t record as yet, but hopes 
to in the very near future We're 
speaking of 9-year-old Carol, Johnnie 
and Kitty’s youngest, and the fifth 
talented member of the family.

At the age 
of ten, Tennessee and her parents came 
north, where she completed her educa- 
tion and began her singing career. 

Tennessee's career as a Western 
singer, though brief, has carried her 
through five states throughout the 
eastern seaboard and New England, 
where she has done work in both radio 
and television and has appeared with 
many top-name Western bands and 
stars, Fortune smiled on Tennessee 
Dawn one Thursday night when she was 
singing on the “Hayloft Hoedown” pro- 
gram over WAAT, Newark, N. J. 
(where she is now the featured female 
vocalist). The president of the Cross 
Country Record Co, was tuned in, liked 
Miss Dawn and signed her to a record- 
ing contract, 

Cross Country wasted no time in put- 
ting Tennessee to work on wax. Her 
first release, “I'm A Happy, Happy 
Cowgirl,” backed with “Teardrop 
Waltz,” already has been favorably ac- 
cepted in the New York-New Jersey 
Metropolitan area and shows signs of 
spreading the name af Tennessee Dawn 
far ond wide, Hats off to a gal who 
adds lots of feminine appeal to the fine 
Folk renditions she dolivers, 


Every Saturday night from 8:00 to 
9:00 p.m., folks in the Baltimore, Mary- 
land, area switch on their radios, turn 
their dials to the 1090 spot and settle 
back for some easy listening as put 
forth by the “West Virginia Mountain 
Girls" — Arabella and Georgia, This 
charming and talented sister team hails 
from Ellamore, West Virginia, but the 
gals now reside in Baltimore. They have 
climbed to great heights in the past 
three years, singing and playing Hill- 
billy and Western tunes — and even 
more is expected of them in the future. 


Not too long ago, Arabella and 
Georgia won top honors in a 13-week 
radio contest over WBMD, Baltimore, 
and were sent to Nashville, Tennessee, 
as special guests of the Grand Ole 
Opry — with all expenses paid. Since 
then, they've appeared on television, 
radio, at theaters and at the leading 


Country music parks in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. 


Right now, the “West Virginia Moun- 
tain Girls” ore featured on the “Bay 
County Jamboree” at the Boulevard 
Arena, in addition to their Saturday- 
night stint over WBAL. They've cer 
tainly got what it takes to reach the 
top and should be right up there before 
tee lang. 


Every once in a while there comes 
along a sister team that readily catches 
the public fancy and imagination. Al- 
though the Karroll Sisters have been 
singing for a number of years with 
Yodeling Hank and his “Radio Ranch” 
and various other organizations, it was 
only about one year ago that they 
teamed up for a recording session for 
Chaw Mank’s Blue Ribbon label. 

Chaw first -heard them on a tran- 
scription and immediately fell in love 
with their special type of harmony. 
‘They had three releases on the Blue 
Ribbon label and really made a lot of 
friends with that grand harmony. Kay 
and Dolly (that's the Karroll Sisters) 
are ideally suited to each other and dur- 
ing 4 number they will switch parts, 
signaling each other with their eyes. 

With brother Hank Karroll and his 
“Radio Ranch,” the girls have appeared 
on many radio statio such os 
WWSW, KDKA, WJAS, KQV, in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa; WHJB, Greensburg, Pa; 
WWVA, Wheeling, W. Va; WCKY, 
Cincinnati, Ohio; WEMD, Frederick, 
Md.; and WHO, Des Moines, lowa. 

They have recently signed with Decca 

Records — but have not forgotten those 
who helped them along the road to 
success: Cowboy Howard Vokes, Chaw 
Mank and their personal manager, Mo 
Prenkedl.

Let's not forget to recognize 
Mr, Jim Bentley, program director of 
the station, who is working untireingly 
to make the “Blue Bonnet Barn Dance” 
ever bigger.
